With the added stimulus that 

has been provided by the intro­ 
duction of the new low priced 
Standard six, retail deliveries by 
Dodge Brothers, Inc., for the week 
ending April 7, In this country and 
Canada, exceeded factory shipments 
I'j- 67 units, according to John R.

See Highest and Lowest Part
of United States

in Day

At 5:30 Sunday morning, five" 
Torrance men left for a day In the 
open. They were Gene DeBra, 
Walt Shumaker, George Worcester, 
Fred Tiffany and Howard Smith.

Via Oceanside and Pala, they 
drove to the Rincon Indian reser­ 
vation, where they stopped to look 
things over. Then on to Henshaw 
Dam, and up the back side of Pal-- 
omar mountain to the summit.

Here they stopped to "take in the 
view," and all of the men agree 
it was a most breath-taking .sight 
Palomar mountain is the highest 
point in San Diego County, and 
from the summit one may look 
down on 3 or 3 mountain lakes, 
and mountain ranges as far as the 
eye will carry.

Howard -Smith was most en­ 
thused over the trip. "That Is the 
country of Peter B. Kyne, and 
after seeing that wonderful coun­ 
try, there is little wonder that he 
found the inspiration to write that 
wonderful book 'The Pride of Pal- 

One looks as straight down on 
the world as though looking out 
of an airplane.

Although this is 50 or 60 miles 
Inland, the ocean may be seen 
from the summit, and with field 
glasses even the breakers are dis­ 
cernible. Catallna is also visible 
in the distance.

Then down the other side, driv­ 
ing over the famous "Nigger Nate" 
grade, which is a grade of 30% or 
more. Gene DeBra in his Flying 
Cloud Heo had no trouble, but it is 
often necessary to tie a log on 
the back of the car to drag and 
help hold It back. It is advisable 
not to make this trip unless the 
brakes are in excellent condition.

Part way down the grade, miles 
and miles from civilization, the 
party came to a beautiful monu­ 
ment, about 6 feet high. Investi­ 
gation proved it to be a monument 
erected in honor of Nathan Har- 
rlson, who was brought to that 
country a slave in 1848, and died 
in 1928 at the age of 101. A cop­ 
per plate on the monument bore 
the Inscription "A man's a i 
for a1 that" ' ' *

As yet, Mr. DeBra and the others 
have been unable to learn the his­ 
tory of the monument, or why th< 
steep grade was named for the 
negro.

A very Interesting bit happened 
while tHey were coming down the 
mountain. They saw an American 
eagle which had caught a snake 
and was playing with It ' It wai 
flying with the snake In Its claws, 
and when the snake would try a 
lunge at the head -of the eagle, th> 
eagle would admonish it with its 
beak.

The party arrived in Torrance at 
9:80 Sunday night, tired, but with 
a feeling that the trip' 'had been 
a success in every way.
